Hill and Tre- 
vino are closing in on him there. —

Gen. Obregon told American guests 
today that he could have taken Mexico 
City a week earlier, but preferred to 
wait and give President Carranza a 
“Behance to resign and avoid all disorder 
ind bloodshed.

KILLED ALL HIS 
MISSING WIVES, 
BLUEBEARD SAYS 


Confesses 9 Murders as 
He Gets Life. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 10.—A total 
of nine murders of women he had 
married had been confessed tonight by 
the man who, under the name of James 
P. Watson, was sentenced today to life 
imprisonment for the murder of Nina 
Lee Deloney, according to Thomas Lee 
Woolwine, district attorney. : 

The alleged confessions, according to 
the district attorney, accounted for all 
those missing among the twenty or 


married. 


Three of the alleged murders became 
known today. They were the slayings 
of Mrs. M. A. Watt of Winnipeg, Can- 
ada, and Marie Austin and Eleanor 
Frazier of Calgary, Canada. The first 
two were drowned in Lake Ceur 
a@’Aléne, Idaho, and the last in the 
Spokane river, Washington, it was 
said. 

In addition | the man asserted his true 
name was Dan Holden and that he hed 
been born of a “ respectable” family tn 
Arkansas, where he was reared.

Broker Flees rns fein ame Him 


WASTE BASKET 
ECREMONT 
BARES SECRETS 


Many Clews Yielded 
by Raid on Room. 


Delving into thousands of scraps of 
paper gleaned from the waste basket 
of Arthur Ecremont, alias Ernest Ar- 
thur, comprising all of his personal 
correspondence and telegrams since 


last night uncovered startling evidence 
dealings with a score of Chicago, 

York and Milwaukee bond 
brokers. 

This correspondence is believed by 
the police to establish an absolute con- 
nection between the Chicago suspect 
and “Nicky” Arnstein, chief of New 
York's band of $2,600,000 bond swind- 
lers. 

Prominent among the evidence were 
letters to Ecremont from Carlos Ferrer, 
known also as Theodore de Mores, a 
Milwaukee bond salesman. 


Broker Flees with Family. 

Police investigation disclosed that 
Ferrer had fled Milwaukee with his 
family six weeks ago, at the time when 
the disappearance of the $2,500,000 
worth of securities in the Arnstein- 
Sullivan ‘bond Fagin’ bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were first made public. Fer- 
rer’s whereabouts are still unknown. 

One of these letters, made public last 
night, disclosed an appointment made 
by Ferrer on Jan. 2 with an “agent 
of a friend” of Ecremont. Police de- 
clare that this friend was none other 
than “ Nicky” Arnstein, and that the 
agent was “Nick” Cohen or Phil 
Kastel. All three are now the objects 
of a nationwide police search. 


Arranges a Meeting. 

In the letter, which follows, Ferrer 
reveals an intimate acquaintance with 
Ecremont, who is now held at detective 
headquarters as an Arnstein aid: 

“My Dear Ernest: 

“T received your letter and was very 
glad to hear the children got the gifts. 
I trust they are well. 

“Will you please tell your friend 
that I shall be very happy to meet his 
agent on the 2d of January, either at 
my office, or, if he likes, in Chicago. I 
am not certain that I shall be able 
to come to Chicago on the 2d of Janu- 
ary, but I am gure that I shall be able 
to be here, so if the arrangement for 
the 2d of January at Milwaukee can 
be made it would be more convenient 
for me. | 

“With kindest regards to you, 5 amy, 
very truly yours, 

“CaRLOs FERRER.” 
Tried to Destroy Evidence. 

The efforts of a dozen detectives, led 
by Detective Sergeants Thomas McFar- 
land and John Cartan, for a dozen 
hours last night were centered on the 
tremendous job of sorting and arrang: 
ing the picture puzzles presented by 
the bits of paper which had been 
thrown together in a heterogeneous 
mass by Ecremont in a frantic en- 
deavor to destroy them before dis- 
covery. 

From the success of their efforts 
sprang into being telegrams from all 
the leaders of the Arnstein gang, clip-

Montreal. 

And from New York came the news 
that through the flight of a former 
Cleveland city official to Europe within 
half an hour after a conference with 
“Nick?” Arnstein and “ Nick” Cohen, 
his aid, the trail of the missing bonds 
is believed to have been found. 


Kastel’s “ Business Appointment.” 

All of the letters and telegrams found 
in the waste paper basket, of 
course, were not made public. But 
one of them, sent by Kastel to Ece- 
mont at his Drexel boulevard address, 
carried such cryptic information that 
it was given to THE TRIBUNE. 

“If you are ready for business I can 
see you positively Tuesday morning,” 
it read. “If you must see me before, I 
will leave at once and see you Friday 
or Saturday. Answer me by wire as 
goon as you read this. [Signed] Puxiv.” 

The search for Kastel is still pro- 
gressing in a score of cities.

ASQUITH LOSES 
FIGHT TO ALTER 
HOME RULE BILL 


Single Parliament Idea 
Beaten. 


LONDON, May 10.—The commons 
tonight defeated, 259 to 55, an amend- 
ment to the Irish home rule bili, offered 
by former Premier Asquith, wh‘ch pro- 
posed a single parliament for Ireland. 

Parliament thus having affirmed the 
principle of partition, which the Lib- 
erals and Laborites regard as disas- 
trous to the bill, those parties are not 
likely to take organized steps to get. 
the bill further amended, as they con- 
sider further discussion a mere waste 
of time. 

Asquith to Fight Further? 

Individual amendments may be pro- 
posed and Mr. Asquith is credited with 
the disposition to fight the bill through- 
out, but its passage through committee 
virtually unamended is expected now, 
as the Nationalists are taking no part 
in the debate. 

The house discussed an amendment 
to create a senate for the whole of 
Ireland as a revising chamber for both 
parliaments. This amendment, how- 
ever, was rejected by 209 to 39.

Washington, D. May 10.—[Spe- 
cial.)—The senate voted today to speed 
up action on Senator Borah’s resolu- 
tion to investigate campaign expendi- 
tures, and it is expected the measure 
will be passed within a day or two. 
Senator Borah today charged that prof- 
iteers and multi-millionaires were seek- 
‘ing to control both conventions, while 
Senator Smoot of Utah thought it 
would be well to logk into the reported 
financing of William G. McAdoo’s cam- 
paign by Bernard Baruch and others. 

Senator Walsh of Montana called 
attention to reports that T. Coleman 
Du Pont is chairman of a finance com- 
mittee, which “it is expected will raise 
a fund of $10,000,000 to elect a Re- 
publican president.” 

Senator Smoot defended the Repub- 
lican party. “It is inconceivable,” he 
said, “that Senator Walsh or any 
other senator should think there is 
truth in such newspaper reports as 
that. I do not believe even the Demo- 
cratic party can collect that amount, 
with all its power to enforce contribu- 
tion.”

Urges Party to Ratify 
Amended Treaty.. 


Jacksonville, Fla., May 10.—Presi- 
dent Wilson has been denied informa- 
tion “ essential to sound judgment and 
safe leadership,” William J. Byran said 
today in a statement commenting on 
Mr. Wilson's call to the Democratic 
party to carry the fight for ratification 
of the treaty of Versailles into the pres- 
idential campaign. ° 

The party had fought for ratification 
wtihout reservations as long as there 
was hope of such action, Mr. Bryan 
said, and the issue now was “ whether 
the Democratic party believes in the 
fundamental principle of democracy— 
namely: the right of the majority to 
rule.” 

He urged immediate ratification with 
such amendments as might be neces- 
sary to accomplish that purpose in or- 
der to take the league of nations is- 
sue “out of the campaign and speak 
peace to war distracted Europe.” 
Wilson Denied Information. 

“Broken down in health by the 
weight of cares and anxieties such as 
have fallen to no other occupant of 
that high office, the chief executive 
has been denied the information essen- 
tial to sound judgment and safe lead- 
ership,” Mr. Bryan said. 

Mr. Bryan urged immediate ratifica- 
tion with reservations already agreed 
upon, leaving the nation to secure aft- 
erward in the league such changes 
as might be deemed necessary. 

“Democratic friends of the league 
of nations,” he said, “should join Re- 
publican friends of the league and by 
so doing take the issue out of the cam- 
paign and speak peace to war dis- 
tracted Europe.” / 

Chill for Democrats. 

Washington, D. C., May 10.—[Spe- 
cial.]—-When President Wilson wired 
to the Oregon Democrats to support 
his peace treaty, he aimed, according

Washington, D. C., May 10.—Births 
in 1918 in the registration area of the 
United States, which covers about 53 
per cent of the country’s estimated 
population, exceeded deaths by 34.4 
per cent. Census bureau statistics 
show 1,363,649 births—a small de- 
crease compared to 1917—while the 
deaths, 1,014,620, show a slight in- 
crease. Of every 100 infants born dur- 
ing 1918, the figures show, ten died 
before reaching the age of one year, 
a fractional decrease over 1917. The 
mortality rate for male infants was 
23 per cent greater than that for 
females. 

The births of 15,32 pairs of twins 
and 147 sets of triplets were reported. 
The order in which the births were 
recorded ran all the way from 345,027 
cases of first borns to fifty-eight 
cases where the births reported was 
the twentieth child,

ADD CAMP RECIPES. 

M. PINNEO, physical director

“This article of food has many 
things in its favor.

both satisfying and ‘ ClMm’. Here it is: 
Cover the bottom of a frying pan or 
camp bucket wiih bacon cubes from a 
sixteenth to a quarter of an inch in 
diameter. Fry until crisp and nicely 
browned. Add a can of corn, or better 
still green corm sliced from the cob. 


Speaking of recipes, have you ever 
tried fish steamed in the embers? If 
not you have missed something.

“ Smear some tissue Manila paper with 
butter. Clean the fish, leaving fins 
and head on; season with salt gnd 
cayenne pepper.

The fight against weeds and grass 
must be started early if popcorn and 
sweet corn grown are to be kept clean. 
Cultivation not only is necessary to 
keep down weeds and grass, but it 
aids the soil in retaining moisttre and 
facilitates the penetration of water 
when it rains, . 


Hoeing or cultivating should begin 
as soon as the plants are a few inches 
high. While the soil should be-worked 
to a depth of at least eight inches 
before planting, the stirring of the 
surface after the plants come up 
should not be more than two or three 
inches deep. Deep cultivation is 
strongly favored by some gardeners, 
but tests have shown results in favor 
of shallow cultivation for popcorn 
and sweet corn. 

In general cultivation should begin 
as soon as the plants are about two 
and a half inches high, and repeated 
once every week. Cultivating the 
corn every week or ten days should 
keep down the weeds and maintain a 
constant loose soil mulch on the sur- 
face, It should be kept up until the 
corn has attained its full growth. 

More frequent cultivation may be 
needed when it rains every few days, 
causing the surface soil to run 
together.
